HUGE BARBcCUE. 


The remains of a huge barbecue or 


feast, at which possibly 1500 ate, have 
been uncovered. The menu for the 
feast must have been as lollows from 
the traces left: Steamed mussels as 
toothsome and delicious as Little Neck 
clams; soup, stewed venison, bear's 
meat and corn and beans, topped off 
with a copious draught of Scioto river 
water. 


In demonstrating this the archaeolo- 


gists first came upon a huge pit four 
feet in diameter and about ten feet 
deep. In this pit had been built a 
roaring hot fire, so hot that the sides 
of the pit were burned a deep red. On 
top of this fire had been placed 450 
river boulders, about the size of 
a 


cantaloupe. These 
stones, 
in their 


turn were heated" red hot by the great 
fire, and on top of them, when 
the 


fire had reached the ember stage were 
placed 10,000 fresh 
water mussels. 


These mussels were young being of 
the medium size. The mussels placed 
in the heated pit were covered until 
they were well baked 
the heat opening the 


and steamed,

INTERESTING PIT. 


The pit with the mussels in it is 


one of the most interesting, however, 
as, by actual measurement of a sec- 
tion, it was learned that not less than 
10,000 of these bivalves were in the 
pit. The mussels had been eaten and 
the shells thrown back into the pit, 
helter-skelter, which would be 
the 


case with a primitive people in dis- 
posing of the refuse of their feast. 


There were other interesting finds 


in the village site, including the usual 
number of stones and axes, instru- 
ments, and the fine bone awls and 
beads. In one place one of the finest 
fish hooks yet uncovered in Ohio was 
found. 


SKELETONS FOUND. 


Quite a number of skeletons 
were 


found near by. btu the most interest- 
ing was of two people, a male and a 
female, both very old. The male had 
not a tooth in his head and had placed 
near him all the regalia called for by 
the burial of a prominent man among 
thes people. 
He was lying on his 


back with his right arm extended and 
on that arm was lying the female. 
The man had not a tooth in his head 
showing his great age and the condi- 
tion of the bones also indicated that 
he had suffered greatly from disease. 
The woman was also a very aged in- 
dividual, for sle" had but one tooth 
in her head and "it was worn very 
much showing that she 
also 
had 


passed through many years. 


IN SITTING POSTURES. 


Some of the interments of 
the 


younger people were made in sitting 
postures, but in contradistinction to 
the other finds in mounds within two 
or three miles, these bodies had not 
been wrapped in birch 
bark 
nor 


were they protected by cribs of logs, 
as was the case at the Adena mound, 
opened two ySars ago. 


Taken altogether, 
Dr. Mills says 


that this village site is one of 
the 


most interesting ever uncovered 
in 


Ohio.

Tho barrister, thrown 
on his wits, exclaimed: "Gentlemen of 
the jury, did you not notice that each 
of the witnesses carried an umbrella 
into the box? Why is this, gentlemen? 
It Is done in order to infect your minds 
with the idea of an umbrella, to preju- 
dice the prisoner in your eyes, to raise 
'a false issue," and I appeal to you 
to signify your detestation of this con- 
certed action by bringing in a verdict 
of not guilty." The judge, who im- 
agined that little attention would be 
paid to such a plea, took little time and 
less pains to sum up the case. The 
jury nevertheless brought in a verdict 
In accordance with the resourceful bar- 
rister's wishes.—London News.
